CYPRUS A GRAIN GROWER, 


Emteresting Facts aboat a Thriving Island

But even the smaller colonies of England are 
buazing beehives of industry and progress, as 
Witness a report on Cyprus summarized in 
the London Times. This report, written by 
no less a personage than her Majesty's late 
High Commissioner, Sir Henry Bulwer, 
brings us down to the close of the financial 
year 1890-91. It gives an interesting pic- 
ture of the island under British occupation 
and government, and proves by abundant 
evidence that the inhabitants, at all events. 
have no just reason for complaining of the 
present regime. It is to this point, indeed 
that the report has been principally direct- 
ed. Complaints there have been, whether 
well founded cr net, says the English 
paper, and the High Commissioner takes 
upon himeelf the duty ot dealing with them 

and of demolishing them. In the Spring of 

1889 the voice of discontent reached this 

country in tones which it was impossible 

to disregard.

The present report goes more fully and more 
minutely over the whole ground and shows 
in detail the very substantial progress that 
las been made during the years of British 
administration. 

Cyprus is essentially a grain-producing 
country. It has various other industries, 
chief among which are the cultivation of 
the vine, thecultivation of the carob tree, and 
the cotton cultivation. But when the grain 
harvest is deticient, there is nothing else 
which can adequately make up for the loss. 
Now in 1887 there was a notable harvest 
failure, the effects of which were felt for a 
long time afterward. In 1835 the harvest 
was of average amount, but not good enough 
to compensate for the deficiency of the pre 
vious year. The peasants, who had fallen 
into the hands of the money lenders, had 
no surplus as yet to enable them to clear otf 
their debts. This, then, was the state in 
which they found themselves in the early 
part of 1889, Lefove the time at-~which the 
new harvest was to be gathered in; and it 
certainly lent some support for the moment 
to pessimistic critics and complaints. But 
the cloud presently passed. The harvest of 
1889 proved to be larger than that of any 
one of the ten preceding years, and it was 
outdone in turn by the more bouptitul crop

OYSTER FISHING IN CANADA.

Porsued With a Recklessness and Lack 


Of Ferethought That Amazes British Ex- 
perts—Unless a Radical Change is Made, 
Our Oyster Fishing Willseen be Extinct 
—tere Death Fer the Biv alve. 


& Moncton despatch says :—Messra 
Frederick and Earnest Kemp, experts io 
oyster culture, who were brought here from 
England by the department of fisheries for 
tne purpose of examining and reporting on 
the oyster beds at the maritime ins i 
has ieft here for Prince Edward Island. 
The Messrs. Kemp have examined all the 
beds in Westmoreland and Kent counties 
and the once famous beds at Shedias have 
been surveyed and put in readiness for 
re-stocking. For this purpose it is pro- 
posed to purchase about 600 barrels of 

ood Buctoache or P. E. Island oysiers. 
'o @ Herald correspondent the Messrs. 
Kemp stated that the oyster fishing in 
this country has been pursued with a 
recklessness and lack of forethought beyond 
anything ever before brought to their 
observation and unless a change is made in 
the methods of fishing total extinction of 
this most important fishery must result, 

-At the extensive Buctouche beds fishing 
hes been especially improvident, and large 
areas that formely teemed with the lus- 
cious bivalve are now of little or no value. 

The Messrs. Kemp experimented at vari- 
ous places and in one raking, which brought 
up fifty merchantable oysters, there were 
nearly 200 that should be returned to the 
water. The practice of the fishermen, 
however, is to carry ofeverything, sort out 
the larger ones and throw the refuse away. 
But by far the greatest havoc is worked on 
the beds by winter fishing through the ice; 
all the dead shells, small oysters end mud 
being left on the ice to fal! on the beds in 
the spring, the resuit being sure death to 
everything underneath. The Measrs. 
Kemp will examine the beds at Summer-

The Ancient Yew. 


.| The yew is the oldest of British trees, 


specimens being still alive which, according 
to De Candolle, are not less than 2,000 years 
old. In many places throughout the coun- 
try, especially in the westot England and in 
Wales we may still stand beneath the dour- 
ishiug branches of yews which were nearly 
tnil grown at the time of the Conquest. At 
Aldsworth, in Berkshire, there is still living 
a yew which measures at the present time 
twenty-seven ercumierence, and 
must beatleast 1,000 years old. This ine tree 
isreferredtoin Moore's ‘* berkshire Queries,” 
under tne date 1760, Where it is recorded 
that it was *‘nine yards im girth.” So that 
for at least IS) vears it has not increased in 
sive. At Bucklebury, in the same county, 
standsa nother thin-searred patriarch, which 
also measures 27 feet in girth where the 
branches spring from the trunk.
